In a telegram received by City Clerk Lawrence B. Brain early 
Wedne.sday morning, the city was formally notified of the action. 

Under the signature of Beach Vasey, legislative secretary, the 
telegram stated; 

"Governor Warren has today 
(Tuesday) signed the certifi¬ 
cate of decontrol of rents for 
Sierra Madre." 

City Attorney T. Guy Cornyn 
said Governor Warren's ap¬ 
proval “was the major hurdle” 
in Sierra Madre’s efforts to de 
control. 

“Although the petition must 
now go to Housing Expediter 
Tighe Woods in Washington, 
this pha.se is little more than 
a formality.

A petition urging the City 
Council to form a special down¬ 
town street lighting district 
was being circulated this week 
by Sierra Madre merchants and 
property owners. 

The petition, which by Mon¬ 
day already bore 28 signatures, 
asks that the Council adopt 
one of the two projects pro¬ 
posed for the business district 
in Southern California Edison 
Company’s street lighting sur¬ 
vey report. 

The recommended project, 
"proposed plan B of Project 
1" in the report, would provide 
34 overhead street lights 
mounted on ornamental poles, 
similar in appearance to the 
recent Installation in Covina. 

Lights would be of consider¬ 
ably more brilliance than those 
now in use in the downtown 
area—between Auburn and 
Baldwin on Sierra Madre bou¬ 
levard, and on Baldwin from 
the boulevard to Montecito.

It’s fun but not funny to be 
active in preventing fires from 
becoming destructive or to stop 
a fire from reaching further 
destruction. We must be able 
to make fun out of it and to 
do this, we must have the 
whole hearted support of the 
townspeople. We could hardly 
be expected to be “good-nuts” 
if we felt that being so was 
not appreciated. 

Perhaps there are many resi¬ 
dents who give little thought 
to the importance of a fire de¬ 
partment.
